I-ir.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  yoiu:  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1967* 

Ihe  vital  statistics  for  yo\jr  area  are  once  again  very  satisfactory 
indeed.  It  is  a pleasure  to  have  to  record  no  stillbirths  and  the  death 
of  only  one  child  in  the  first  year  of  life  during  a Oriole  year,  ihe 
adjusted  birth  rate  ms  sli^tly  below  the  England  and  Wales  figure  and 
the  adjusted  death  rate  was  only  slightly  greater  than  the  National 
figvire. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  maternal  causes 
during  the  year. 

ihe  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  fell  to  a very  lew 
level,  this  being  mainl;,’'  due  to  the  notification  of  very  few  cases  of 
Eisasles  during  the  year.  It  is  once  again  gratifying  to  reporii  no  case 
cf  food  poisoning  occurring  during  the  year  in  your  district.  The 
inmurJ-sation  statistics  showed  some  welccane  improvement  and  are  now  at 
a very  high  and  safe  level. 

Finally,  I wovid  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
i-jembers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  enco\irageinait  they  have  given 
me  thorough oiit  the  year  and  for  the  stimulating  interest  taken  in  all 
aspects  cf  the  health  of  the  District.  I have  received  excellent 
co-operation  frem  year  Clerk  and  Public  Health  Inspector.  In  preparing 
this  report,  I am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Clerk  and  staff  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Office  for  their  hard  v/ork  and  loyal  support  at  all 
times.

The  total  nimber  of  deaths  last  yoar  ^vas  65.  comprised  of  30  males 
and  35  femaleso  Ihe  adjusted  death  rate,  wliich  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  ccaiiparability  factor,  was  11.5  per  1,000  estlnated 
population  as  compared  \n.th  13.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  and  with  llo2  per  estimated  population  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  nunerical 
importance  \vere  : heart  and  circiiLatory  disease,  cancer  and  respiratory 
diseases.

There  ms  one  infant  death  in  Barfield  last  year,  the  same  as  in 
1966,  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  7.8,  compared  with  7.9 
for  the  previous  year  and  with  18,3  for  Thgland  and  Wales, 

The  infant  death  which  occurred  in  your  district  was  unfortimately 
in  no  way  preventable.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  your  district  of 
7.6  is  again  a verj^  favourable  figure  wiien  compared  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  « 18. 3.

Scarlet  Fever 

17  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  vjere  notified  compared  mth  one  case  in 
the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  in  general  mild  in  character  and 
no  case  required  hospitalisation. 

Ileasles 

24  cases  of  Ffeasles  vrere  notified  during  the  year,  11  case's 
occurring  in  the  last  quarter.  This  compares  with  93  cases  occurring 
in  the  previous  year,  vjhen  the  disease  occiirred  mostly  in  the  third 
quarter. 

No  case  of  SaalLpax  occurred , diiring  the  year.  The  number  of  people 
vaccinated  during  the  year  v;as  67;  compared  vri.th  44  in  the  preiTious 
year. 

Dinhtheria,  Vihoceing  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Nh  case  of  Diphtheria  and  7 cases  of  Wno oping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year, 

ImmurJ-sation  statistics  in  respect  of  Diphtheria  showed  that  89*4% 
of  a"!  1 Dar field  children  have  been  protected  against  this  diso^ase.  If 
this  figure  of  89*4^  is  split  into  age  groups  it  represents  98’'.2%  of 
the  schocl  population  and  71.4^  of  the  pre-school  group.  Lmmuaiisation 
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against  \Vhooping  Cough  showed  an  increase  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
71.4%  of  the  pre-school  group  were  protected  against  tlie  disease. 

Bearing  in  iriind  that  \Jhooping  Couch  did  occur  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  I cannot  over  emphasise  the  importance  of  the  complete  iiunmisation 
of  the  child  in  the  pre-school  period,  preferably  in  early  infancy. 

It  is  just  not  good  enough  to  wait  until  a child  starts  school  before 
couimencing  inciunisation  against  these  diseases.  The  pre-school  child 
is  just  a s vulnerable  as  the  child  at  school,  imiiimisation  against 
Tetanus  continued,  and  during  the  year  liUi.  children  received  primary 
immunisation  and  179  received  booster  doses  of  vaccine  compared  with  174 
and  135  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

The  immunisation  statistics  for  yoeir  area  are  highly  satisfactory, 
and  show  a significant  all  romd  increase  over  the  figures  for  1966, 

At  the  present  level  it  is  highly  unliJkely  that  a serious  epidemic 
of  Diphtheria  or  VJhooping  Cough  wrould  occur  in  the  district. 

Policmyclitis 

No  notifications  in  respect  of  this  disease  were  received  during 
the  year.  Vaccination  against  the  disease  continued  during  I967,  and 
d’oring  the  year  71  children  completed  a three-dose  counse  of  prinary 
vaccination.  This  brings  the  grand  total  of  persons  vaccinated  to 
3^396,  of  vdiich  2,368  have  received  a fourth  dose.  As  in  the  case  of 
Diphtheria  and  VTnooping  Cough  immunisation,  I must  emphasise  the 
importance  of  protection  of  the  child  in  early  infancy. 

Tuberc^ulosis 


One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  one  case 
transferred  in  from  an  outside  district  during  the  year,  I am  happy 
to  report  that  no  death  from  the  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

Ihe  table  overleaf  illustrates  the  decline  in  notification  of  this 
serious  disease  since  1963.  Considerable  effort  is  made  each  year 
to  offer  protection  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine  to  the  children  entering  the 
Secondary  School.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority  of  parents 
allcrw  their  children  to  receive  protection  against  Tuberculosis  at  the 
cccmenc ament  of  seconder;}^  school  education.

The  natLcral  increase 
in  population  shoving  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  628  in  1967?  compared 
with  557  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registeredin  the  Division  in  I967  was  1,475 j 
compared  with  1-406  in  I966.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  18,5 
per  1,000,  compared  with  17.7  pen  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  was  73  in  1967*  This  represents  4*95^  of  the  total  births, 
compared  with  5 *3/^  in  I966,  and  5 *4/^  in  1965* 

Stillbirths

The  nmher  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspection  fell  hy  about  one 
third  during  the  year  to  a total  of  2,108.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  introduction 
of  a system  of  selective  medical  inspection  in  the  case  of  children  of  junior  school 
age.  This  scheme  is  intended  to  replace  the  old  system  of  routine  inspection  whereby 
every'  child  was  submitted  for  medical  inspection  by  the  school  doctor.  Essentially, 
the  children  are  selected  for  examination  by  questionnaire  and  teanher  referral.  At 
present  the  scheme  is  world.ng  quite  well  and  helps  to  save  doctors'  time  and  allovfs 
a more  detailed  study  of  the  children  who  are  selected  for  examination.  Shortage  of 
medical  staff  continued  throughout  the  year  and  added  to  the  difficulties  of 
providing  a complete  school  health  service  capable  of  dealing  vhth  educational  and 
health  problems  presented  to  it.  Despite  repeated  efforts  to  try  and  recruit 
experienced  doctors  into  the  service  no  appointment  of  Senior  Departmental  Medical 
Officer  could  be  made  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  seems  gloomy.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  numher  of  women  attending  West  Riding  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  and  yet  the  numher  of  attendances  showed  a decline.  The  trend  towards 
general  practitioners  running  their  o\m  ante-na.tal  clinics,  either  in  their  oim 
premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics  continued  and  this  accounts  for  the  decline  in 
the  official  West  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  are  not  reflected  in  our 
statistics. 

Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  continued  to  increase  during 
the  year.  This  educational  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  domiciliary  mld^^fife  is  hecoming 
increasingly  important. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division  showed  a welcome  increase. 
During  1967?  42,658  attendfinces  were  made  showing  an  increa.se  of  approximately  8,9% 
over  the  previous  year.  The  attendances  clearly  indicate  that  good  use  is  hedng  made 
of  the  clinic  facilities  available  in  the  area.

Screening  Teclmiques 

During  the  year  1,492  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub -normality  developing  in  a baby  who  has  a positive  reaction. 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in  the  Division  to  discover 
cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  than  I6  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation;  thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition. 

Ce27vioal  Cb/tologr 

The  Ceirrical  Cytology  clinic  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year  at 
6 Victoria  Hoad.  Sessions  were  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by  appointment.  The 
main  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the  early 
stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy  and  the  chances  of  a permanent  cure  are 
excellent.  During  the  year  63I  women  attended  for  the  first  time.  No  early 
cancers  of  the  uterine  cer'/ix  were  detected.  Nineteen  patients  were  recalled  for 
further  examination  and  were  foimd  to  have  gynaecological  disorders  requiring 
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treatment  and  a^didLce,  I feel  that  quite  apaxt  from  the  Talue  of  detecting  early 
cancer  of  the  female  genital  tract  and  other  gj-naecological  disorders  s good  deal 
of  excellent  health  educa.tion  takes  plane  at  this  clinic.  Women  attending 
frequently  ask  advice  about  problems  in  connection  with  family  pla,nning  and  other 
topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are  clinically  examined  at  the  same 
time.  Three  patients  viuth  breast  a,bnormalities  were  referred  to  their  family 
doctors  for  advice. 

Home  Nursing  Ser\d-ce 

There  was  a very  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  b^/-  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  during  the  year.  46,180  visits  vrere  made,  compared  with 
46,217  in  the  previous  year.  The  table  shovre  the  breakdown  of  v;ork  into  areas  and 
clinical  varieties. 

Geriatric  Services 

Excellent  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  in  the  form 
of  weeklj^  meetings  at  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  attended  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  Divisiona,!  liursing  Officer  and  a member  of  the  Staff  of  the  West  Riding 
Welfare  Department,  together  mth  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  Dr,  P,  K.  RaraasvYami, 
and  the  hospital  social  worker.  Discussions  took  place  both  with  regard  to  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  geriatric  patients  with  mutual  benefit. 


Health  Education  Acth^'ties 

Health  education  within  the  division  has  steadily  gone  forward  during  the  year. 
The  age  range  of  clinic  visitors  has  widened,  and  the  male  population  is  represented 
in  greater  numbers,  due  to  the  men:.^  surgeries  held  by  general  practitioners  in  the 
clinics.  This  presents  us  Tvith  a wider  area,  of  health  education,  e.g.  safety  at 
work,  preparation  for  retirement.  School  Health  Education  continues  to  make  progress 
and  the  raised  standard  of  films  available  is  very  satisfactory.  Outside  clubs  and 
ether  agencies,  in  increasing  numbers  have  a.sked  for  talks  to  be  given  on  health 
education.  Their  requests  have  been  met  wherever  possible,  and  the  health  visiting 
staff  welcome  these  opportunities  to  meet  different  audiences.

The  Home  Help  Ser\m.ce  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  number  of 
Duseholds  assisted  during  the  year  increased  to  about  1,000,  while  the  number  of 
Durs  expended  rose  by  just  over  'Jfo,  This  trend  is  inevitable  in  view  of  the  fact 
lat  the  proportion  of  elderly  infirm  in  the  general  population  increases  slightly 
ear  by  year.  Increasing  family  mobili-ty  can  result  in  the  elderly  having  no 
elatives  who  live  nearby  to  help  them  and  indeed,  in  some  cases,  relatives  who  do 
ive  in  close  proximity  are  unmlling  to  help  their  elderly  parents.  These  latter 
ases  are  always  the  more  distressing  and  produce  an  increasing  dema.nd  on  the 
ervice.  Worlcing  in  heavy  industries  and  in  particular  mining,  seems  to  produce 
arly  invalidation  and  infirmity  in  the  retired  male  age  group,  this  in  turn  can 
reduce  a demand  for  the  service.  Recently  there  has  been  a welcome  tendency  to 
■ehabilitation  and  early  discharge  in  the  case  of  geriatric  pafients.  Cases  of 
his  nature  on  discharge  often  require  substantial  assistance  in  the  form  of 
.omestic  help.  These  factors  should  emphasise  the  importance  of  this  service  in  this 
irea  and  it  is  inevitable  that  the  increasing  demand  for  the  service  will  continue.

Training  facilities  continued  at  the  V/ornhwell  Comprehensive  Training  Centre  at 
Wornhwell,  The  essential  "basic  training  in  the  Junior  Wing  continued  under  Mrs.  E, 
Large,  and  the  policy  of  taking  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  continued  to  he 
successful.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Mr,  J.  Parr  who  had  been  Supervisor  at  the 
Centre  since  its  inception,  left  the  service  to  take  up  a similar  post  at  Rotherham, 
liirs.  Large  was  duly  appointed  Supervisor  of  the  Comprehensive  Centre,  Herconsiderahle 
experience  in  working  for  the  mentally  handicapped  ¥/ill,  I feel  sure,  help  to 
develop  a fully  comprehensive  service  for  all  age  groups  and  categories  of  mentally 
handicapped  patients  in  the  area. 

Contract  work  continued  for  County  Supplies  Department  in  the  Adult  Wing  and 
during  the  Year  a gradual  expansion  of  work  occurred. 

The  Special  Care  Unit  situnted  in  the  grounds  of  the  Centre  is  nov/  nearing 
completion  and  will  soon  provide  facilities  to  cater  for  severely  handicapped 
patients  wiio  are  unable  to  attend  the  Training  Centre, 

The  Parent-T©i.clisrs ' Association  continued  to  do  val’oa.ble  vrork.  Fund  raising 
activities  were  successful  and  social  events,  outings  and  games  were  organised. 

The  members  of  the  Associaf:ion  are  to  be  congra-tulated  for  the  help  they  gave  in 
making  the  social  events  such  a success. 

Various  gifts  which  were  given  to  the  Association  by  volmtary  bodies  during 
the  year  were  very  much  appreciated. 
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
